Bermuda 201 6, baby! I have never taken the senior boys rugby team 
on tour in my career. This was the right year to do it. Bermuda was 
the perfect place. Eleven amazing guys. Thanks to you boys who 
made the trip. Thanks to Tal and Coach Underhill. Thanks to Grenville 
and the whole Lines family. Thanks to the girls who helped us 
fundraise. 

Starting in Bermuda, even though we got shellacked, was the kick- 
start we needed. Upon returning to the regular season, we played 
the two best teams in the GMAA and beat them both in pre-season 
games. We then travelled on a four-day road trip to Rugbyfest at 
RNS in New Brunswick where we defeated the three other teams in 
our pool and played a great KES team in the division finals, losing 
by only 7*0.

NAPHA LEAGUE AND PLAYOFF CHAMPS - UNDEFEATED 
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Carol Dweck (Stanford professor and author of Mindset - The 
New Psychology of Success) posited that the determination to master 
new things and surmount challenges lay in people's beliefs about 
why they had failed. Those who attributed their failures to a lack of 
ability were discouraged even when they were capable of success. 
Those who thought they simply hadn't tried hard enough, on the 
other hand, were fueled by their setbacks.

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THE NIGHT THEY EVACUATED 

THE SENIOR HOME 


The Stanstead College Student Centre was 
temporarily an evacuation centre the evening of 
January 13 as residents of nearby Manoir Stanstead 
were forced into the night by a fire alarm. 


The alarm at the assisted-living residence sounded 
around 8:30 p.m. Stanstead College teacher Eryn 
Hessian was among the Town of Stanstead 
firefighters who responded to the call. She 
contacted the school about using one of the buses to 
provide the residents with temporary shelter from 
the cold. 


While there did not appear to be flame or smoke, 
firefighters could not pin down the source of the 
alarm. Rather than take a chance, the decision was 
made to move the residents to the College’s Student 
Centre overnight, in accordance with an agreement 
between the two institutions. 


Mattresses and bedding from the school’s student 
residences were brought over to the centre. 
Teachers, staff and student volunteers spent a good 
portion of the night making the seniors and other 
guests comfortable. Many of the students were back 
in the early morning to help serve breakfast, 
provided by the school’s cafeteria. 


The evacuees returned to the Manoir at roughly 
8:30 a.m., again using the College’s buses and vans. 
The cause of the alarm was never fully determined.
